Mixed Jury Dooms 
Negro for Rape 


‘BEAUFORT, &.C. (?—A jury of six white and six) 
Negro men convicted a dapper young Negro Tuesday 
night of breaking into the home of a young white moth- 
er and attempting to rape her. 


A 19-year-old ‘white Marine was 
convicted in the same court Mon- 
day by an all-white jury of rap- 
ing a 47-year-old Negro woman. 


There was no recommendation 
of mercy in either case, making 
the death penalty mandatory for 
both defendants. Under South Car- 
Olina law, attemped rape in the 
victim’s home is a capital offense. 


In both cases, lawyers for the | 
defendants asked for new trials. | 
Judge J. Henry Johnson delayed 
passing sentence on the two until 
Thursday morning, when he will 
hear the new trial motions.

For Mental Health 


Two significant developments relating 
to Milledgeville State Hospital and the 
state’s mental health program have been 
announced by Gov. Vandiver. Time alone 
will tell whether they will get to the 
source of basic ills of the institution. 


First, the governor announced that as 
of now he intends to leave the hospital 
under jurisdiction of the State Health 
Dept., which initially was given the job 
of .reorganization. This, he said, hinges 
upon the department’s continuing to do 
the kind of job it now is performing. 

Certainly rapid strides are being made 
ig hospital reorganization to assure 4 
more businesslike and efficient operation. 
Tentative plans for improving patient 
care and treatment also are encouraging. 
None can belittle the excellent progress 
made in a short period of time. 


It should be noted again, however, 
that the Schaefer committee of the Medi- 
cél Association of Georgia recommended 
that serious consideration be given to 
setting up a separate department of men- 
tal health as part of a long-range pro- 
gtam. This view is concurred in by top 
psychiatrists and many physicians who 
point out that the State Health Dept. 
primarily is concerned with and experi- 
enced in preventive medicine. 


The decision thus puts the health de- 
partment on the spot. The state will not 
tolerate a return to or perpetuation of 
purely political administration of its men- 
tal health program. Results obtained in 
carrying.out the Schaefer report are far 
more important than any immediate de- 
cisions. 

* » « 

The governor’s announcement that an 
additional million dollars will be allo- 
cated for the mental health program in 
this year’s budget is: equally important. 
Primarily it is intended to improve pa- 
tient eare and intensive treatment pro- 
grams. The funds will go a long Way to- 
ward implementing the immediate rec- 
ommendations of the committees Certain- 
ly top priority should be given to devel- 
opment of an intensive-treatment center 

in Atlanta. 
| The administration and the health de- 
partment, we hope, will not minimize the 
importance of the recently appointed ad- 
visory committee. This group is vitally 
important to developing the long-range 
program for mental health. 

Meanwhile, legislative committees and 
the medical profession gre showing a 
commendable interest. The public also is 
watching developments. The Vandiver ad- 
ministration has shown willingness to 
meet one of its greatest challenges in a 
field which affects us all. This is all to 
the good.

Auto Insurance Rates 


There is an increasing demand for a 
revision of automobile insurance rates 
with a view to reducing the premium 
costs for drivers with a history of safe 
operation and to raising the rates for 
those with poor driving records, 

Insurance Commissioner Zack Cravey 
is asking national rating bureaus to ap- 
prove such a plan for Georgia. He es- 
timates it would mean a saving of up to 
20 per cent for safe drivers.

Dr. Calder said he is a firm be 
liever in lightning rods, properly 
installed by grounding. He said 
the sharp points of the rods tend

MOSTLY IN CLOUDS

State Road 
Surfacing 
Trails Dixie 
Georgia at 50.9 per cent has the 
lowest percentage of its roads sur- 
faced of any Southeastern state, 
according to a report by the At- 


lanta field office of the U.S. De 
partment of Commerce. 


However, the report points out, 
Georgia has many more miles of 
roads to keep surfaced than any 
other Southeastern state. It has 
95,964 miles of roads, putting it 
ahead of the state with the next 
most roads, North Carolina, with 
78,991 miles. 


Of Georgia’s roads, 48,856 are 
surfaced. 


Tennessee was highest in the 
Southeast and sixth in the nation 
with the percentage of its roads 
surfaced at 93 per cent. Of 70,505 
miles of roads in the state, 65,602 
are surfaced. 


The Southeast’s 497,601 miles of 
roads and streets places it third 
among all regions in the nation 
in miles traversed, according to 
the Atlanta office of the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce. 


The Atlanta office's report was 
based on a study of the annual 
publication of the Commerce de- 
partment’s Bureau of Public 
Roads entitled ‘‘Highway Statistics 
for 1957,"’ recently issued.

GOOD RAINS NEEDED 


As Mikhailov showed me over 
green fields stretching as far as 
the eye could see, he predicted 
that provided he gets a couple 
of good rains before July 10 he 
expects to harvest 19 bushels to 
the acre. Though some of his 
fields look sparse, others have 
a dense and healthy stand. 


While the soil of the Virgin 
Lands is rich and there is con- 
siderable snow in winter, spring! 
and summer rains are light and 
unreliable. At the Viktorov Farm | 
around 10 to 12 inches is con- 
sidered average. For this rea- 
son, when Khrushchev announced 
his plan to plow the prairie, many 
people abroad predicted he was 


creating another giant dust bow/l. 


Soviet scientists and agricul- 
tural experts, however, have 
made a thorough study of “the 
problem. They have carefully 
examined. areas in Canada and 
the United States with similar 
climatic and soil conditions. Spe- 
cial commissions of experts have 
analyzed the soil to determine 
which lands to plow and which 
to be left in grass. Furthermore, 
special cultivating methods - are 


being used to make the best use’ 
of available moisture and to pre-' 


vent wind erosion. 


PLOWS COMPRESS SNOW 


The regional director of agri-| 
culture explained that great im- 
portance is attached to 
preservation. Several times each 
winter funnel-shaped plows de-| 
veloped in America compress 
the snow into ridges to hold the 
new snow from being blown) 
away and to retard melting. 


Another method of cultivating 
the subsoil without unduly break- 
ing the soil structure or uproot- 
ing the stubble also helps retain 
moisture and prevent erosion. In 
sandy soils the farms plant wheat 
in strips 100 yards wide, leaving 
strips of equal width of natural 
grasses between them. Taken to- 
gether, Soviet agriculturalists 
seem to feel that these measures 
will not only prevent a dust bowl 
but will even permit reasonable 
harvests in years of light rain- 
fall. 


CORN ACREAGE BOOSTED 


The Soviet Union's food deficit 
has not generally been in grain 
but in animal products. Soviet 
Minister of Agriculture Matske- 
vich explained to me in Moscow 
that the purpose of increasing 

' production in Kazakhstan 


—“and southern Siberia is to free 


areas in central Russia, the Uk- 
raine and the northern Caucasus 
for corn to feed cattle. 


Within a few years, Khrushchev 
has promised that the production 
of milk, butter and meat will 
equal American consumption lev- 
els. According to Matskevich, 
corn planting has increased seven- 
fold in the past few years. This 
year nearly 50 million acres are 
sown to corn, two-thirds of it for 
silage. Since he visited the Unit- 
ed States Matskevich has intro- 
duced improved double-hybrids 
which, he told me, have increased 
corn yields per acre by as much 
as 3 per cent. 


TRON MINES OPENING 


As one Soviet official in north- 
ern Kazakhstan told me, the Vir- 
gin Lands have a double claim to 
their title.

Know Your Limit 
And. Observe It 


There are two extremes in 
man’s estimates of his capacity— 
the one allowing for no limita- 
tions and the other putting up 
nonexistent ones. The courageous, 
hard-workers in all fields, lowly 
and exalted, all too often belong 
to the first group. The fearful 
and the shirkers are usually in 
the second group. 


In between there are the mod- 
erates who have learned that 
their human machine has its con- 
stitutional limitations with which 
it comes into the world. They 
also learn that as they live other 
handicaps appear which may 
create boundaries beyond which 
they may not safely go, handi- 
caps which have come inevitably 
with years and disease. These 
limitations they respect, thus en- 
hancing the pleasures and safety 
of their lives. 


What signs are there that 
should make them recognize limi- 
tations in time to keep them safe? 
Often they never do recognize 
them because a fatal outcome or 
a disabling disease tells the story. 
Soon we believe we may have 
definite diagnostic tests from 
which we will learn that our 
hearts and arteries won’t stand 
the pace we are setting for our- 
selves. 


Until then we can take an in- 
ventory now and then which will 
indicate that the pace is too 
rapid. The questions in that in- 
ventory? How is your disposition? 
Everyone knows that something 
is really wrong when a normally 
amiable person suddenly or 
gradually becomes ornery. It may 
be something circumstantial—a 
situation which distorts his reac- 
tion to life and its problems, but 
it may also be that it is a case 
of overwrought nerves in a body 
which is approaching its limita- 
tions. 


The next question to be asked 
oneself? How are you sleeping? 
The normally good sleeper who 
begins to lie awake at the begin- 
ning or in the middle of the night 
has in most cases not found or ob- 
served his limitations. And the 
appetite; how it it? Has food lost 
its lure? Very often this is a 
sign that you have gone at too 
fast a pace and one beyond the 
boundaries set by nature. 


Is your heart skipping beats? 
Sometimes these “‘extra systoles,”’ 
so-called, give people warning ol 
those human limitations. Diges- 
tion also may go off its usual nor- 
mal course—heartburn, uncon 
trollable belching, distress any- 
where in the abdomen, all these 
symptoms may be just nature’s 
way of putting on the red light. 
They. are the equivalent of the 
warnings shown by the gadgets 
on your dashboard. 


The moral? First acknowledge 
that you are human and restricted 
by certain limitations and then 
stay within them. Life can be 
longer and sweeter if you do

After South’s opening bid West 
was faced with a mild problem.

North’s preemptive raise to 
four hearts was well chosen. De- 
spite partner’s opening bid the 
chances were that his side’s de- 
fensive strength would not be very 
formidable. The best tactics 
seemed to be to place the pres- 
sure upon the adversaries to 
make the correct guess. East 
could take no action and West 
was up against it. He felt he was 
being talked out of something, 
but any bid by him might prove 
disastrous.

He 
remained unaffected. He was exposed to the attacks.of the most ill- 
bred and ruthless pests inthe world, the curiosity*seeking golf nuts 
and autograph hunters, and his privacy was assailed from morning 
until night.

WIMBLEDON, England (#—Sally Moore and Dar- 
lene Hard won their way into the women’s singles 
semifinals of the Wimbledon Tennis Championships 
Tuesday, keeping alive the hope that the United States 
can maintain the grip on the women’s title it has held 


since 1938. 


Maria Bueno of Brazil and 
Sandra Reynolds of South Africa 
also advanced with victories as 
sparkling and full of thrills as 
those turned in by the two Cali- 
fornia girls.

She scored a 6-3, 6-2 victory over 
Yola Ramirez, a little Mexican 
girl who stands hardly higher than 
the net.

Most types of private building, 
including industrial construction, 
increased more than usual for 
this time of year. However, resi- 
dential construction lagged be- 
hind seasonal expectations. 


For the first half of 1959, the 
report estimated construction ac- 
tivity at an annual rate of $55,- 
100,000,000. That is $6 billion more 
than the actual total for 1958. 


Preliminary estimates: by the 
Commerce department put a val- 
ue of $1.5 billion on new dwellings 
built in June. This was 6 per cent 
above the May figure. 


Home building, a leader in pro- 
moting recovery from the 1957-58 
recession, has shown signs of lag- 
ging lately as higher interest 
rates have dried up some sources 
of mortage money.
